CRISIS IS REACHED AT FRISCO 


LIFE AND DEATH STRUGGLE ON 








Companies That Cannot Meet Their Losses 
in Full Must Do the Best They 
Can Without Assistance 





Oakland, Cal., June 20.—(Special.)— 
The Continental has withdrawn all its 
adjusters from subcommittees in order 
to give more attention to its individual 
losses. 


Oakland, Cal., June 20.—(Special.)— 
R. W. Hosmer announces the insolvency 
of the American of Boston and offers 
claimants 40 percent of their claims. He 
admits that the company has losses of 
twelve hundred thousand here. 

The Examiner in an interview this 
morning states that the Spring Garden 
and the American of Philadelphia are 
offering claimants 25 and 40 percent re- 
spectively on presented claims. 


Oakland, Cal., June 20.—( Special.) — 
The Insurance Company of North Amer- 
ica, Niagara, American of Newark, 
Security of New Haven and Alliance of 
Philadelphia have joined the original 
thirty-two companies that will adjust on 
the dollar for dollar basis. 


San Francisco, June 20,—(Special.)— 
Governor Pardee of California has got- 
ten out a letter to the officials of the in- 
surance companies, stating that the situ- 
ation has become intolerable and that 
companies should adjust their losses at 
once and pay on a dollar-for-dollar basis. 
He says that business is paralyzed and 
people cannot go on with their plans un- 
less the insurance money is paid. He 
declares that unless the companies stand 
up and do their duty, the policyholders 
will be forced to organize to secure pay- 
ment of their losses. 


San Francisco, Tune 20.—( Special. )— 
At the meeting of the American com- 
panies held previous to the general meet- 
ing on which the vote was taken to de- 
duct at least 25 percent for earthquake 
damage from the face of the policy, 
George Ramsay of Crum & Foster of 
New York was the dominant force. He 
is the firm’s general adjuster and strongly 
advocated a horizontal cut. The Con- 
tinental and Home were not represented 
at this meeting. 


Oakland, Cal., June 19.—(Special.)— 
No meeting has been called yet of the 
thirty-four companies that are standing 
for settlement of claims on their merits. 
Chairman Spencer states that a meeting 
will probably convene Wednesday. No 
change in the situation is probable until 
after that time. 

Subcommittees, composed of 
sentatives of these companies, are busy 
on losses, but reports are coming in 
slowly, only twenty-eight subcommittees 
having reported out of 1,002, 

A committee of five, of which W. J. 
Landers of the London Assurance is 
chairman, will report on the proposed 
plan of action for rapid adjustment of 
losses at the meeting on Wednesday. 

More Companies Extend Time

Wisconsin Committee to Go into Columbian 
National—Conservative’s Board Con- 
tracts Claimed to Be Void 





Milwaukee, June 20.—(Special Corre- 
spondence).—In your last week’s issue 
you published the hearings of the Wis- 
consin legislative committee engaged in 
examining the Union Central of Cincin- 
nati up to and including Wednesday. 
The committee took an adjournment on 
Saturday, and will reconvene June 26. 

Attacks Conservative’s Plans 

A sensation came on Saturday, when 
C. A. A. McGee, attorney for the Wis- 
consin policyholders of the Conservative 
Life of Los Angeles, sprung the sur- 
prise. He claimed this company, now 
called the Pacific Mutual, has issued a 
number of policies in this state which 
were void. The basis of the attorney’s 
contention was because of the so-called 
local board plan practiced by the Con- 
servative Life and which contracts the 
Pacific Mutual assumed. 


Mr. McGee claimed that this was 
nothing less than a _ rebate scheme. 
Counsel O’Connor, for the committee, 


protested that, under the law of Wis- 
consin, as decided in the case of Erwin 
vs. the Northwestern National recently in 
the supreme court, these policies are ab- 
solutely void. The policyholders claim 
that under the Erwin case decision the 
company could go into court and pre- 
vent the payment of the claim under a 
board policy. 
Insurance Department Cited 

In a letter to the policyholders of the 
Pacific Mutual, Deputy Insurance Com- 
missioner Purtell says: “I have this day 
submitted Mr. Kiel’s contract for $5,000 
to Attorney-General Sturdevant and I 
was informed by him that said con- 
tracts are in violation of section 1955, 
revised statutes of 18098, which forbids 
and prohibits any rebate or discrimina- 
tion to the assured in similar cases. I 
concur in the opinion of the attorney- 
general. These contracts are void.” 

Mr. Thompson, the general agent of 
the Pacific Mutual here, on the witness 
stand stated that Commissioner Host 
and the attorney-general had previously 
given their approval to the board con- 
tracts. Attorney McGee is going to 
bring suit for the return of $250,000, 
premiums paid by policyholders, mem- 
bers of the “board.” 

Secretary Marshall Resumes 

On Thursday morning E. P. Marshall, 
secretary of the Union Central, was 
again the first witness on the stand. He 
continued to be the only witness until 
Saturday afternoon. At this time Treas- 
urer J. R. Clark took the stand for the 
Union Central. 

Mr. Marshall has made a remarkable 
witness. I have called him the “star” 
witness of the entire investigation, em- 
bracing all the companies appearing be- 
fore this committee. He does not look 
like a vigorous man physically. Never- 
theless, he seemed to have been un- 
wearied and was fresh every day. He 
certainly possessed mental vigor. He 
is splendidly informed in all departments 
-of his company and is one of the best 


equipped insurance men I have ever 
heard or met. He never evaded a ques- 
tion. His equipoise was the subject of 


remark and he commanded the greatest 
respect of the inquisitors. 
Fine Witnesses Generally 

This can also be said of Counsel Rob- 
ert Ramsey and Treasurer J. R. Clark. 
The former disarmed the brilliant At- 
torney O’Connor of the committee by his 
sallies of wit and his fine temperament. 
He prevented any antagonisms. He is 
a genial, fine gentleman. Withal, he lost 
no force, but gained it. 

Mr. Clark proved himself an expert in 
caring for the financial department of 
the company. He has developed a plan

RECOMMENDATIONS ARE MADE 


Commission Appointed to Recodify the 
Massachusetts Insurance Laws Reports 
Many Changes as Desirable 





New York, June 20.—(Special.)—The 
commission appointed by Governor Guild 
of Massachusetts to recodify the insur- 
ancelaws of that state has submitted 
its report. Among the more important 
recommendations are as follows: That 
the present system of net valuation in 
determining the reserves of companies 
be retained; that the fullest publicity be 
required ; that a gain and loss exhibit be 
required; that officers and directors be 
prohibited from being pecuniarily inter- 
ested in any purchase or sale to or for 
their company; that officers and agents 
be prohibited from circulating estimates 
or illustrations misrepresenting benefits; 
that deferred dividends be abolished 
after January 1, 1908; that no limitation 
be made as to amount of expenses, lim- 
itation of expenses to loadings being 
inadvisable; that companies issuing par- 
ticipating policies be prohibited from 
issuing nonparticipating; that bonuses 
and special rewards to agents based 
upon the amount of insurance writtten 
be prohibited; that the restriction of 
investments is likely to prove harmful; 
that pensions be prohibited. 

The commission declined to follow the 
recommendations of the Armstrong com- 
mittee and Chicago conference as to 
the following matters: Preliminary term 
valuation; select and ultimate method 
adopted by New York; policyholders 
having the right to sue the company di- 
rect; increasing the power of insurance 
commissioner permitting examination of 
persons relative to affairs of company; 
voting for directors by mail or district 
representation; requiring publication of 
lists of policyholders. 

The commission urges a uniform sys- 
tem of accounting, recommending that a 
state board of accountancy be created; 
also that the essential terms of policies 
be standardized; that political contri- 
butions be prohibited, and that two- 
thirds of the directors of mutual com- 
panies be required to be citizens of 
Massachusetts.

Diggs Returns to American Surety 

W. S. Diggs, formerly manager of the 
American Surety at Cleveland, now gen- 
eral agent of the New England Mu- 
tual Life at Pittsburg, returns July 1 
to the American Surety, taking charge 
of an enlarged department covering 
southern Ohio, eastern Kentucky and 
West Virginia. Samuel K. Bland of 
Louisville gives up eastern Kentucky 
and the company reenters West Virginia, 
depositing $75,000. 


Northwestern Meeting 

The annual meeting of the Fire Under- 
writers Association of the Northwest will 
be held this year October 3 and 4, a week 
earlier than last year and a week later 
than has been the custom in the past. 
It is thought that this middle period will 
be very satisfactory. 


The United Surety will enter Utah, mak- 
ing the required special deposit of $25,000. 

Pendennis White, late president of the 
Lumber Insurance Company, who was 
killed in Buffalo recently, carried $150,000 
life and $15,000 accident insurance. 

So far as could be learned, the business 
of the Transatlantic, which has en of- 
fered for reinsurance in New York for 
some days past, has not been placed.

HOSTILITY IS SEEN 





People Take an Unreasonable View and 
Want the Companies to Take No 
Account of the Earthquake 





San Francisco, June 20.—(Special Cor- 
respondence.)—Business men are not 
disposed here to view the situation with 
any degree of candor or impartiality. 
They are impugning the honesty of lead- 
ing companies. The feeling is intense 
in its bitterness. Along with the hostile 
people are the governor, the mayor, the 
insurance commissioner and the press, 
all using the club. A tremendous public 
sentiment has been engendered. The 
San Francisco people want it all their 
way. Not the fraction of a percent of 
the claimants will admit that there was 
any earthquake damage. In addition to 
not acknowledging that the earthquake 
caused any loss, a great number are pad- 
ding their claims. 

Perhaps in some cases the situation 
has not been handled by the insurance 
people with that wisdom that comes 
from a calm review of results, yet I am 
free to confess that with the emergency, 
the multiform ramifications, the many 
complications and problems and_ the 
enormity of the blow, the companies as 
a whole deserve credit for what they 
have tried to do. 

Deny Dishonest Motives 

The impression one receives in read- 
ing the press dispatches sent out from 
here is that the companies voting in a 
certain way are trying to compromise 
their legally incurred losses at least 25 
percent. Those who voted for this reso- 
lution deny this. They say that under 
their contracts the courts will have to 
decide whether they are liable. The 
contract exempts earthquake losses. 
However, if a claimant desires an ime- 
mediate settlement they are willing to 
count the earthquake loss 25 percent. 
Officials here take the position that the 
earthquake was the primary cause of the 
whole disaster. It is impossible, they 
say, to arrive at exact equity in the 
large majority of cases. The confusion 
that resulted destroyed evidence, but it 
is fair to presume that so severe an 
earthquake ruined much property in 
every direction. These underwriters say 
that inasmuch as it is impossible to get 
at the facts in each case, they will treat 
all claimants alike and settle by deduct- 
ing 25 percent from the face of the poli- 
cies. 

The so-called 75 percent companies 
claim that they have obligations all over 
the country that they must guard. It 
not fair to other interests to pay earth- 
quake losses in San Francisco, they 
argue. A high official said to me: 

Company Official Is Quoted 

“All companies here are taking 
consideration the earthquake loss. 
simply disagree as to how that 
shall be acknowledged and taken 
consideration. The majority of us feel 
that the squarest plan is to treat all 
alike. Others say that each loss should 
be taken up individually and adjusted 
on its merits, but I fail to see where 
more than a few losses can be adjusted 
with any degree of accuracy. We are 
not obliged to pay any earthquake loss. 
Our contracts do not permit it. The 
companies taking up each loss individu- 
ally will take cognizance of the earth- 
quake by charging off different percent- 
ages. In some cases they will deny lia- 
bility in toto. When all is settled, I 
believe the two sets of companies will 
find their results are about the same. 

Gulity of Falsehood 

“When the San Francsco people de- 
clare that the officials and stockholders 
of our companies are thieves and dis- 
honest; when they accuse them of trying 
to get from under their just debts, they 
are guilty of malicious falsehood. In 
my opinion, the stockholders of our com- 
panies have come to the front in heroic

STOCKHOLDERS PAY UP 


The $300,000 of new stock to be issued 
by the Milwaukee Mechanics has all 
been subscribed by the present stockhold- 
ers and none will be offered the general 
public. The new stock is taken at 200 
percent and $300,000 carried to surplus. 
This amount in addition to the $200,000 
safety fund deposit makes a surplus of 
nearly $1,900,000 which will take care of 
all San Francisco losses and leave a good 
working surplus. Policyholders will be 
protected by $500,0co capital stock in- 
stead of $200,000. 

The company has paid over $1,300,000 
in dividends, or six and one-half times 
its present capital, so that stockholders 
can well afford to pay up. 

The assessment of 75 percent on the 
stock of the Milwaukee Fire has also 
been made and the company is now 
stronger than ever. 





CREDIT MEN AND INSURANCE 


At its annual convention last week the 
National Association of Credit Men 
adopted resolutions urging its members 
to impress on their customers the neces- 
sity of carrying substantial and adequate 
protection against loss by fire, favoring 
the distribution by the association of 
literature on fire insurance and amend- 
ing the constitution so as to provide for 
a committee on fire insurance. It was 
the sentiment of the association that 
cheap insurance in irresponsible concerns 
should be avoided and that mercantile 
agencies should give more attention to 
insurance in their reports. 





KENTUCKY AGENTS MEET 

The Kentucky Association of Local 
Fire Agents met last Thursday at Louis- 
ville. C. M. Benjamin, one of the promi- 
nent field men, gave a talk and Young E. 
Allison of the Insurance Field touched 
on the relations between companies and 
agents. The new officials are Henry V. 





Davis of Louisville, president; George A. 
Armstrong of Shelbyville, vice-president ; 
Fred Hummell of Louisville, secretary 
and treasurer. 

The association unanimouslv adopted 
resolutions condemning the practice of 
some companies in writing whisky over 
local agents’ heads and the practice of 
some agents in signing policies in blank 
for the use of cut-rate brokers in out- 
side territory. 


SHARES DECLINE 


Under date of June 9 the London cor- 
respondent of the Chronicle of New 
York says: 


Insurance shares seem to have settled 
down pretty well, now after the excite- 
ment resulting from the earthquake and 
fire at San Francisco. There has not been 
much doing in the insurance share mar- 
ket during the past week, and only a few 
movements have occurred in quotations. 
The general tone, however, has been dull, 
the announcement of the Royal Exchange 
dividend, at the rate of 5 percent, making 
9 percent for the year, against 14 per- 
cent for the previous twelve months, hav- 
ing led to some realizations. Royal Ex- 
change shares have fallen as much as 50 
points—from 285 to 235. London and Lan- 
cashire Fire have receded a point to 25, 
and Liverpool and London and Globe at 45 
and North British and Mercantile at 40% 
have each declined. 


WILL INCREASE ITS SCOPE 


The United States Health & Accident 
of Saginaw, Mich., has increased its cap- 
ital stock from $200,000 to $300,000. The 
company is considering a plan for open- 
ing up a life department in addition to its 
health and accident business; and, if the 
requirements of the various states will 
permit, the company will amend it char- 
ter so as to be able to take up that line 
of business. 


Reaffirm Resolutions 
At a meeting of managers in New 
York on Monday the preamble and reso- 


lutions adopted on May 31 were reaf- 
firmed and the suggestion made that ad- 





justments proceed at one along the lines 
laid down in the resolution. A _ resolu- 
tion formerly disapproving the 25 percent 
horizontal reduction failed to pass.

The Cosmopolitan Fire of New York will 
soon enter Louisiana.

H. Lockett 
as secretary of the committee of twenty 
and the committee on fire department and 
water supply of the National board, which 
have been combined into one committee. 

The General Fire of New York is being 
organized with a capital of $250,000 and 
a surplus of the same amount. E. R. Ken- 
nedy of Weed & Kennedy is to be presi- 
dent. The incorporators are strong busi- 
ness men of New York.

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Ohio Association’s Forward Movement 


HE Ohio Association’s annual 

[ meeting at Springfield last week 
was important in that the organi- 

zation successfully passed the critical 
stage in its career and was fairly launched 
in the new course which it will steer here- 
after. It is not to be denied that leading 
men who have been solicitous for its wel- 
fare and have given it much of their time 
were somewhat dubious as to the future, 
in view of the changes made last Decem- 
ber by which the complexion of the or- 
ganization was entirely altered. It was 
felt that the association was in a transi- 
tory stage and that much depended on the 
Springfield meeting and the action that 


would be taken. 


*x* * * 


The clean-cut expressions by National 
Secretary Putnam did much to crystallize 
sentiment in favor of continuing purely 
as an agents’ organization disconnected 
from all questions of rates. When Secre- 
tary Putnam set forth the benefit that all 
agents have derived and are still receiving 
from the agency movement by the pre- 
vention of overhead writing, protection 
from non-resident brokers, and action on 
such matters as rate wars, disputes as to 
ownership of the business, multiple 
agencies, etc., it was seen that the real 
function of an association is that of pre- 
serving and developing the agency sys- 
tem and that it properly has nothing to 
do with rates. 

Mr. Putnam pointed out that after all 
rating questions are a side issue with 
agents’ associations and advocated an 
agents’ organization pure and simple for 
Ohio. He predicted that the association 
would be better than before. Having lost 
the support of the companies the matter 
is now up to the agents themselves. 

* * * 


It was the work of the Springfield 
meeting to start the association on these 
new lines, or rather to bring it back to 
the point where it was before the com- 
panies began to bear the expense and also 
largely to reap the benefits of the work 
that was done. This was successfully ac- 
complished. The existing debt of three 
hundred dollars was wiped out by popular 
subscription, single subscriptions in 
several instances being as high as twenty- 
five dollars. The future expense of the 
association will be inconsiderable now 
that a salaried secretary is no longer em- 
ployed, and it is proposed to fix the an- 
nual dues at two or three dollars, which 
will include not only membership in the 
Ohio association but also in the National 
association, as well as a subscription to 
the American Agency Bulletin. Promi- 
nent speakers will be secured for the an- 
nual meetings and the expense: will be 
largely in connection with those and for 
such items as postage and printed matter. 

* * * 


Much of the important work is being 
done by the national organization under 
its effective system and it has cooperated 
promptly with the state association in such 
matters as the Bowling Green rate war, 
so that it is felt that the maintenance of 
an expensive state system is no longer 
necessary. 

A committee consisting of President 
Lauterbach, Chairman of the Executive 
Committtee Charles W. Bryson and Miss 
Foster, the secretary, was chosen to de- 
velop the plan of organization suggested 
by W. I. Kiefer of Findlay, which is to 
select one man in each county to organize 
the movement and secure members. This 
will, it is believed, soon give the asso- 
ciation a large membership and keep 
chio in the lead as the biggest associa- 
tion in the national body. 

* * * 


The address of President Cooke was 
much appreciated. He said that there are 
too many agents in the business who care 
more for their commissions than for good 
practices. The dishonest, slipshod agents 
are a factor that should be eliminated and 
that is one of the purposes of the associa- 
tion. The companies should use more 
care in the selection of agents. Speaking 
of the San Francisco conflagration he 


would be forced to suspend, and pointed 
out that the calamity shows the great im- 
portance of the insurance business. Re- 
ferring to the changes in the Ohio asso- 
ciations he said that although many 
features had been relinquished he believed 
that there still remain many important 
problems with which the agents have to 
deal. President Cooke made a very dig- 
nified. presiding officer and has acquitted 
himself with credit through what has 
been a trying year. 


The question of solicitors received some 
discussion. It was opened by James A. 
Dailey of Toledo, who asked the assist- 
ance of the association in keeping solici- 
tors out of Toledo. Reports from other 
agents were to the effect that the solicitor 
system is growing in Ohio and that some 
of the agencies in very small cities now 
have solicitors, making practically a multi- 
ple agency system for those places. Some 
very helpful suggestions were made. Mr. 
Barrett of Louisville, member of the na- 
tional executive committee, explained how 
the solicitor evil had been done away with 
in his city. It was the general sentiment 
that the association should lend its aid 
to the suppression of solicitors in all but 
the largest cities. 

Arthur H. Robinson of Louisville, mem- 
ber of the national executive committee,

outlined the plan for financing the Na- 
tional association. At least $15,000 a year 
is needed to carry on the work properly. 
It is proposed to apportion the expense 
among the states according to premium 
receipts. He said that in Kentucky the 
annual dues were $2 per year for agencies 
having $10,000 premiums or under, and 
one dollar for each additional $10,000. 


It seems that special agents will here- 
after not be expected to attend the meet- 
ings. One of the resolutions adopted was 
that all future meetings of the associa- 
tion shall be “executive” and this is taken 
as a gentle hint that non-members are not 
expected to attend. 

Much is expected from the meeting 
which will be called by the executive com- 
mittee of the delegates from each county 
or local association “for the purpose of 
conferring upon the best interests of such 
.association,” as stated in the resolution. 
Agents in counties unorganized are re- 
quested to meet and appoint delegates to 
the meeting.

REDUCTION MAY FALL THROUGH 


The companies are now voting on the 
proposition to organize the Large Cities 
Association and also are voting on the 
subject of applying the scheme first to 
Chicago. The classification of business as 
to Chicago has been revised to conform 
to the local board classification, the 
commissions and brokerage, however, to 
remain the same as agreed upon. There 
is a good deal of opposition to the meas- 
ure and it now seems doubtful as to 
whether 90 percent of the premiums can 
be secured. Much protest has been heard 
from the local agents and a number of 
companies feel that the salaried officers 
have an advantage. Some companies also 
object to leaders in the movement being 
out of line at other points than the ex- 
cepted cities and refuse to get in line.

AMERICAN LINES THEM UP. 
Chicago local agents were interested in 
reading the Chicago American, Hearst’s 
paper, last Monday. More insurance men 
read the sheet on that day than ever be- 
fore. It told of the San Francisco loss 
settlements. On one side were the so- 
called dollar-for-dollar companies and on 
the other the 75 percent companies. After 
each company the American was sup- 
posed to give its Chicago local agency 
but it had evidently gone to the city 
directory, found the company and the 
name after it. In most cases western 
managers were given as the local agents 
and some field men appeared in the local 
garb. Some agents found themselves 
among both the sheep and goats. The 
American is simply carrying on the nasty 
work of its running mate, the San Fran- 
cisco Examiner.

RULE OUT SELLING PRICE CLAUSE 


The governing committee of the union 
has ruled against the use of the clause 
now being used in Nebraska in writing 
beet sugar warehouses, or similar clauses. 
It is a waiver of policy conditions and it 
is feared its use would be taken as a_prec- 
edent and urged in case of other manu- 
facturing risks. The subject has been 
agitated since the Rocky Ford warehouse 
fire, when a similar clause was construed 
to make companies liable for the profits 
of manufacture. The following is the 
clause used in Nebraska: 


It is mutually agreed that in event of loss 
hereunder the measure of value shall be 
the market price at Denver (or other cen- 
tral distributing points) on the day preced- 
ing the day of the fire (with proper allow- 
ance for freight and other charges) and 
the amount of said loss shall be deter- 
mined and adjusted in accordance there-

RATE OUTTING PREVALENT 


One prominent company is receiving 
from its agents an unusual number of 
complaints of rate cutting in various 
parts of the field. The manager is at 
something of a loss to account for this 
at the present time, when it was sup- 
posed that all companies would insist 
upon full rates. As some of the com- 
panies complained of are known to have 
a very large volume of San Francisco 
losses to take care of, the explanation 
has been ventured that they are cutting 
rates because they need the ready money 
and are willing to make sacrifices in or- 
der to stimulate business and get it. 
Some other companies report that most 
of the rate cutting their agents mention 
is in Iowa, Kansas and Nebraska.

WANT EARTHQUAKE CLAUSE 


Some company officials are advocating 
the introduction of the earthquake clause 
in the standard form of policy. Hereto- 
fore insurance men have objected when 
any state legislature attempted to change 
the standard policy law on the ground 
that all its provisions had. been tested 
and all parties at interest knew their 
rights. Inasmuch as the insurance men, 
therefore, have objected to any amend-

DEFINES POSITION OF BROKER. 


A decision has been rendered by Judge 
Pinkney of Chicago, which defines the 
rights of an insurance broker in con- 
nection with expirations. Prince N. W. 
Engalitcheff, a broker in the office of 
Fred S. James & Co., placed plate glass 
insurance on Hillman’s department store 
in Chicago, with Wile, Loeb & Gutman. 
The annual premium amounted to $1,000. 
The commission paid to the broker was 
30 percent. The policy expired April 
3, 1906, and was renewed by the firm 
on March 30 for twenty-three months 
at a premium of $13.07. The firm, ac- 
cording to the testimony given to the 
court, allowed the bookkeeper at Hill- 
man’s 35 percent, recognizing him as a 
broker. Prince Engalitcheff endeavored 
to renew the policy a day or so before 
it expired, and found it had already 
been renewed. He then sued for his 
commission, claiming that he placed the 
business with the firm from year to year 
as a broker, and the renewal belonged 
to him. Judge Pinkney decided that it 
was the custom among insurance offices 
to recognize the renewals of brokers, 
and hence gave Prince Engalitcheff judg- 
ment of $268.80. He was allowed a 
commisison of 30 percent on the net 
amount to the assured, $850.

*‘OR ASSIGNS’’ UP AGAIN 


The attention of companies is being 
called to the growing disposition on the 
part of agents and assured to use in mort- 
gage clauses the form: “Loss, if any, 
payable to or assigns, mort- 
gagees.” The “or assigns” has been 
fought by companies, at intervals, for a 
number of years, and there have been at 
times attempts to legislate against it, but 
with little success. Some of the mort- 
gage firms using certain long form subro- 
gation clauses, also have a “pull” with 
some of the companies, and the objec- 
tionable features sometimes embodied in 
these long forms go without question, 
along with “or assigns.”

ACTIVITY CF THE CONTINENTAL 


The Continental special agents are do- 
ing yeoman’s service these days, and 
the company’s locals are being deluged 
with all sorts of San Francisco literature. 
In Michigan the company and its off- 
spring, the Fidelity, replaced the Ameri- 
can of Pennsylvania in a number of 
points. In Ohio it is edging in on the 
agents of a western company said to 
be hard hit in ’Frisco.

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WATER SUPPLY AT CINCINNATI 








It Is Now About Normal, but the New 
Service Cannot Be Started Till 
Valves Are Secured 





The water supply condition at Cincin- 
nati following the recent scare has now 
assumed normal proportions. Anthony 
Herchede, the reform superintendent of 
the water works, is a jeweler and while 
he is personally honest, he is inex- 
perienced in handling a city’s water sup- 
ply. Cincinnati has installed new mains 
for a water service which is ready to be 
put into effect, but a strike is on at the 
factory where the valves are being manu- 
factured and nothing can be done. When 
these are received the service can be put 
in operation in about two months. The 
main pumping station will be in the sub- 
urb of California where there will be a 
60-inch intake. 

The cause of the recent disruption in 
the water supply service was due to work- 
men putting ina “Y’ at Eighth street and 
Eggleston avenue. This “Y” was to con- 
nect with the new main. The pipe was 
left exposed at this point resulting in all 
the water bursting through at that inter- 
section and it required some time to get 
it fixed up. John W. Hill, the eminent 
hydraulic engineer, was secured by the 
mayor to act as consulting engineer and 
he at once began to make some improve- 
ments at the pumping stations in order 
to keep things in good running order until 
the new service is ready. The pumps at 
the Front street station are not in good 
order, but it is thought that they will 
hold out. 


A new agency, composed of John A. 
Pentland, who has been wharfmaster of 
the city of Cincinnati for several years, 
and Walter C. Farrar, who has been in 
the insurance business for the past six 
years, has been formed at Cincinnati un- 
der the name of John A. Pentland & Co. 
The companies represented are the New 
Jersey Fire, Cosmopolitan Fire, Allegheny 
Fire, Ohio German and National of Alle- 
gheny. Offices have been opened in the 
First National Bank building. The agency 
will also transact a casualty business. 
Other fire companies will probably be 
pdded in the near future. 


In a sharply fought contest at Heidel- 
berg’s, near Cincinnati, last week, B. T. 
Clemons redeemed his reputation as a 
bowler and demonstrated his absolute su- 
periority over Joseph Braunstein by win- 
ning the match in which he was to carry 
a handicap of 150 points in three games. 
Mr. Clemons won the series by five points 
over his handicap and made the highest 
score in a single game of all the insurance 
men present. Mr. Clemons ascribes his 
defeat in the first series as partly due to 
an unaccountable “reversal in form’’ and 
in part to Mr. Braunstein’s ‘“‘run of luck.” 
The sets now stand one and one. A bowl- 
ing club has been organized among the 
Cincinnati agents, which will meet twice 
a month at Heidelberg’s. 


A recent loss on the property of the 
Western Methodist Book Concern at Cin- 
cinnati developed the fact that very 
light insurance as to values is being car- 
ried, and an effort is pong made to se- 
cure the aitachment of the 80 percent 
reduced rate agreement. 





General Meeting at Cedar Point 

A combined meeting of the Ohio Field 
Club and the Ohio League will be held 
at Cedar Point, O., July 18. On July 
17 the Ohio Fire Prevention Association 
will inspect Sandusky. There will be 
no “symposium” this summer, and the 
Cedar Point meeting, while not in any 
sense a social affair, will probably be

SPRINGFIELD SCHOOL HOUSES 





Strife Between Board and Outside Agencies 
Over the Business—Risks Will 
Now Be Rerated 





There has been considerable complaint 
regarding schoolhouse rates at Spring- 
field, Ill. It seems that Dr. J. W. Scott, 
a local agent at that point, is also on the 
school board. Under the law he cannot 
place the insurance, although it is charged 
that the line has been placed under his 
auspices through the Northwestern Na- 
tional agent at Champaign at a cut rate. 
Some of the former stamping secretaries 
at Springfield passed daily reports at 
cut rates on this business and recently 
a competitive rate was allowed by the 
governing committee. Owing to the ex- 
perience on schoolhouses this competi- 
tive rate was withdrawn. 

The board has appropriated $1,000 for 
new insurance and hence the matter of 
rates is coming up again. Some of the 
local agents of board companies are 
anxious to save the business. Springfield 
is the only water town in Illinois that 
has not been rerated by the state board 
and now it will be taken up at once and 
the new schedules applied to the school- 
houses, allowing credit for any superior 
construction. It is thought that the new 
rates may save the business to board 
agents.

Kansas Supreme Court Reverses Decision 
in Case of Agent Convicted of Libel- 
ing Farmers Alliance Company 





The supreme court of Kansas has re- 
versed the decision of the lower court 
and sent back for a new trial the case of 
A.-B. Williams of Parsons, convicted 
of libeling the Farmers Alliance Insur- 
ance Company of that place. 

About a year ago Mr. Williams pre- 
pared and send out a circular, headed 
“Buncoed,” in which he charged that 
the Farmers Alliance Insurance Com- 
pany was discriminating in rates and re- 
quirements among policyholders having 
similar risks and giving examples of 
these alleged discriminations. He also 
alleged that one man had had his claim 
cut in two by reason of a change in his 
policy made by the company after the 
policy was issued and that the assured 
had discovered that the company had 
the privilege of changing policies as 
often as four times a year without the 
knowledge or consent of the assured. At 
the instance of the company Mr. Will- 
jams was arrested, tried and convicted on 
eight counts, charging different publica- 
tions of the circular. The supreme 
courts finds that the trial court erred in 
several of its instructions to the jury and 
also in allowing the prosecution to in- 
troduce in evidence parts of the circular 
and not other parts relating to the same 
subject. 

Regarding what he expects to do at 
the new trial, Mr. Williams says: 


In the trial of the case in the district 
court the rulings of the trial judge pre- 
vented my introducing more than 25 per- 
cent of my evidence. I am in a position 
to prove every charge made in the cir- 
cular, and the decision of the supreme 
court gives me the right to introduce the 
evidence excluded by the lower court, and 
I expect to be able to demonstrate to 
the satisfaction of the jury that the Farm- 
ers Alliance Insurance Company is the most 
unfair eee doing business in the state 
and its partial methods of writing insur- 
ance ought to be exposed, and that by 
exposing same I have done nothing more 
than my duty to the insuring public.

Conditions at Des Moines 

The amount of fire insurance written 
in Des Moines continues normal, policy- 
holders relying on well-known agents to 
Place their insurance with companies 
which are sure to weather the San Fran- 
cisco losses. There is little cancellation, 
although it is common for the owner of an 
insurance risk to call in on his agent and 
ask him to make sure the policies he holds 
are safe. Instances of rate-cutting are 
still reported, but they are much more 
scattered than was the case two months 
ago. The majority of the companies are 


refusing policies written at inadequate 
rates. 





Want Outside Cut-Offs 
State Fire Marshal Peterson of Minne- 
sota. has announced that he will recom- 
mend to the next legislature the passage 
of a law compelling the installation of 





outside cut-offs for gas pipes leading 
into large buildings. It is likely that 
quicker action will be taken by the St. 
Paul city council in passing an ordinance 
requiring the gas company to install at 
once outside cut-offs for the gas mains. 
The recent fire in the Ryan Annex in 
St. Paul, where the loss was about half 
a million, was greatly aggravated by the 
fact that for some time the firemen could 
not reach the basement and shut off the 
gas.

GENERAL WESTERN NOTES 


The Missouri department has licensed the 
New Jersey Fire. 


The Guardian Fire of Philadelphia will 
make application for admission to Missouri. 


The Missouri department has licensed 
the National Brewers Insurance Company 
of Chicago. 


The Shawnee has transferred from 
Campbell, Schenk & Co. at St. Louis to 
Charles D. Eaton. 


There is talk of a new building at 
Fourth and Pine streets, St. Louis, to be- 
come the headquarters of the fire insur- 
ance agencies of the city. 


At Minneapolis an ordinance has been 
approved, requiring all concealed wires 
used in connection with electric light, heat 
and power to be placed in iron conduits 
except residences outside the fire limits. 

Waldemere Michaelson, the city elec- 
trician of Omaha, Neb., for the past two 
years, has been reappointed and it is be- 
lieved the excellent standard for wiring 
= has been established will be main- 
tained. 


The standard for electric wiring at Ce. 
dar Rapids, Ia., has improved consider- 
ably, much of the wiring being placed in 
iron conduit systems. The inspector needs 
an assistant, and in all probability one 
will be forthcoming. 


It is reported some union companies in 
the Charles Waechter agency, at Glen 
Allen, N. D., are still paying graded com- 
missions, nowithstanding he is reported as 
having taken in the Queen City, German 
of Freeport and the Northwestern F. & M. 

The city electrician of Marshalltown, Ia., 
is rigidly enforcing the electrical inspec- 
tion ordinance and the standard for wiring 
has greatly improved. Old and defective 
wiring is coming in for attention as fast 
as buildings are altered or the wiring is 
changed in any respect. 


Objection is made to the form of tor- 
nado contract with McKibbon, Driscoll &

inn. The amount on stock fixes $110,000 
as a basis for coinsurance, but as there is 
no guarantee that this amount is equal 
to 50 percent of the value, an effort is 
being made to secure the benefit of the 50 
percent reduced rate clause. 


At Dubuque, Ia., the council committee 
on electrical construction was instructed 
to draft an ordinance regulating the elec- 
trical hazard. The standard for inside 
wiring has been considerably improved. 
Outside wiring conditions are b in 
many places and the fire department would 
find it difficult to raise ladders or use fire 
escapes effectively in many alleys in the 
business district. 


At Waterloo, Ia., a good standard for 
electric wiring is now maintained. Prog- 
ress has been made toward improving old 
and defective inside wiring. Outside wir- 
ing is in poor condition, but interference 
with the work of the fire department will 
be removed. Two high-tension transmis- 
sion lines entering the city will be obliged 
to provide suitable guard equipments 
where they are missing. 


At Sioux City., Ia., the standard for 
electric wiring has considerably improved 
and National Code requirements are rig- 
idly enforced. Many owners of new build- 
ings employ iron conduit for all concealed 
wiring. Considerable underground work 
has been installed and the congested con- 
dition of wires in the alleys will be re- 
lieved soon. All poles will be removed 
from the main streets and trolley span 
wires are to be attached to buildings. 
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PUSH IT ALONG 


Every right-minded casualty and surety 
agent should welcome the new associa- 
tion organized in Chicago last week and 
give it his hearty support. No other 
lines of underwriting need reform as 
badly as do these. Except health and 
accident companies, those in no class 
have been able to get close enough to- 
gether to accomplish much. What the 
officers have failed to do, it now re- 
mains for the agents to do. 

The NatTionAL ASSOCIATION OF CAs- 
uAtty & Surety UNpERwRITERS has a 
great work before it. Its organizers ap- 
preciate this, but they have enough in- 
terest in the business to undertake it. 
It remains to be seen whether they will 
receive the proper support or whether 
the movement will have to proceed in 
a weak and halting way, because the 
agents of the country fail to do their 
duty. Every legitimate agent in the land 
will be benefited if this movement is 
made a success speedily. It would be 
money in his pocket to have decent con- 
ditions prevail in the casualty and surety 
business. It is in the power of the 
agents to bring about a vast improve- 
ment in conditions and to force the 
companies to lend a hand, if they do 
not do so voluntarily. All that is needed 
is an agreement upon what is wanted 
and united effort to bring it to pass. A 
few men have started an organization 
in which the agreement may be secured 
and the effort put forth. It is now up 
to the agents generally to lend their 
active support or hang back and let 
conditions remain as they are or grow 
worse. 








FORCING ADJUSTMENTS 


Fire underwriters these days are hav- 
ing good examples of the autocracy of 
state insurance departments. Commis- 
sioners' Wor of California and Davis 
of Nevada have assumed the duties of 
judge and jury and are endeavoring to 
dictate to companies how they shall ad- 
just their San Francisco losses. 

It is unfortunate that in a calamity 
like that which overtook the Golden 
Gate city politics should play so im- 
portant a part in baffling the efforts of 
the fire insurance companies in arriving 
at their liability and settling their losses. 
Mr. WotF is an aspirant for a position 
in Congress and is using his present 
position to curry favor with the public. 
He knows but little about contract liabil- 
ity. In all his activity he seems bent 
on making it as difficult as possible for 
the companies to meet a most serious 
condition. Instead of paving the way 
for the people to get their money he 
has thrown every obstacle he could be- 
fore the companies. 

Those who saw the massive Cali- 





fornian at the Chicago conference of 
state officials to consider life insurance 
legislation were disgusted with his pos- 
ing propensities. With his back turned 
he presented an impressive appearance. 
He knew it, and selected a prominent 
point in front of the audience to dis- 
play his Apollo-like form. Mr. Wotr 
is simply a poser today in the work of 
his office. He has taken to himself sup- 
posed duties that do not belong to his 
position. In the guise of a public serv- 
ant he is counseling the public in a way 
that makes him ridiculous. 

It is not within the range of the duty 
of a state department to dictate to any 
company in what way it shall settle its 
losses. Mr. WotF with his ugly threats 
and bulldozing methods shows his true 
character, and has adopted a rule or 
ruin policy. 

It is most unfortunate that the fire 
insurance companies in San Francisco 
are subjected to the treatment that is 
being accorded them by a blatant office- 
seeker. WotF is using the pitiable con- 
dition of the people as a vantage point 
for his own elevation. It is time that 
San Francisco discovers that the insur- 
ance commissioner who is dealing out 
advice in such large and frequent doses 
has a selfish motive in every step he 
takes. 








EMPIRE STATE’S IMPAIRMENT 


At the first of the year the Empire 
Srate Surety reported a net surplus of 
$121,074. The New York insurance de- 
partment finds that it had an impair- 
ment of $55,056 instead. It took credit 
for too much in the way of uncollected 
premiums and charged itself with too 
little in the way of unpaid losses. Its 
books were badly kept and there were 
other discrepancies discovered. 

This is not a pleasant condition to find 
in a prominent company. It is possible 
that its accountants were poor book- 
keepers, but, when impairment stares a 
company in the face, it is likely to take 
all the credit it can and not charge it- 
self any more than it has to. Surety 
companies are somewhat peculiar in that 
they have considerable range for esti- 
mating the liability for reported losses 
on the one hand and the value of assets, 
including salvage assets, on the other. 

As THE WESTERN UNDERWRITER has 
pointed out before, the surety business 
at present is in a very bad way. If it 
goes on without improvement, there may 
be other companies stretching their assets 
and shrinking their liabilities. The rights 
both of the public and of the companies 
demand that insurance departments watch 
surety companies closely. A strong com- 
pany is entitled to the benefit of its 
strength without deductions for public 
doubt. The disclosure of the true con- 
dition of a company which is being weak- 
ened by underwriting losses will force 
its officers to amend their methods or 
its stockholders to put in more money. 

Fortunately the Emprre State Surety 
has arranged to increase its resources 
and provide itself with a surplus.

The field men realize that they have 
in their midst an artist of no mean 
ability, M. E. Barclay of the Atlas. He 
is a brother of Sam Barclay, well known 
in the business, who is now at the home 
office of the National Union. The car- 
toon work of Mr. Barclay, gotten up 
hurriedly on lantern slides, was most 
clever. W. J. Sonnen, the whole-souled 
state agent of the St. Paul, gave the 
members an innovation in the way of a 
lantern exhibition of pictures of mem- 
bers. Some of them showed the men at 
the present time, while others were taken 
when the boys were in their tender years. 
Mr. Sonnen spent much time and went 
to considerable expense in getting up this 
entertainment, but was rewarded by the 
highly appreciative expressions of those 
who witnessed the results of his work. 

Secretary Persch certainly caught the 
fine feeling of the members when his 
picture was thrown on the screen. The 
applause was long and loud. Mr. Persch 
is a man unexcelled in the delicate posi- 
tion he holds, and he occupies it in a 
manner that never brings any suspicion 
on him.

The retiring president, Fred B. Luce 
of the Phcenix of Hartford, heard noth- 
ing but praise for the work of his ad- 
ministration. .He has an easy way in 
presiding, and retires with honor. The 
new president, Frank C. Haselton of the 
Northern, was imported to Illinois by the 
7Etna. He was a local agent at Janes- 
ville, Wis. When he had cut his eye 
teeth in southern Illinois he became state 
agent of the Providence Washington, 
and then took service with the Northern. 
He is true blue all through, a square 
chap, who can be relied on, and will 
give the state board an efficient admin- 
istration.

The new vice-president, who is in line 
of succession, is R. M. Bennett of the 
New York Underwriters, a field man 
who is adept in the technical side of 
the business. He was on the rating staff 
of the state board a few years ago and 
soon attracted attention. Mr. Bennett’s 
father, the late F. C. Bennett of the 
7Etna, long its western general agent, 
was one of the conspicuous figures of 
the old days.

Discussion of Reserves 
of Liability Companies 





(From the Fidelity & Casualty Monthly 
Bulletin.) 


A careful study of the liability loss-re- 
serve law enacted in the winter of 1904- 
05 will disclose the fact that, from one 
standpoint at least, it possesses distinct 
advantages for companies having a rising 
volume of premivms. Companies having 
a rising volume escape with less than the 
full reserve that should be required. 
Part of these advantages arises out of 
the method by which the unearned pre- 
mium reserve is ascertained. 

It will be recalled that the reserve de- 
termined in accordance with this law 
consists essentially of two parts—a suit 
reserve for suits growing out of acci- 
dents reported prior to the last eighteen 
months, and an accident reserve for ac- 
cidents reported in the last eighteen 
months. It is the accident reserve that 
is of interest to us at the moment. In 
general the number of accidents reported 
in any given period will be proportional 
to the premiums earned in that period. 
Necessarily, then, the number of acci- 
dents reported will not be proportional 
to the amount of business written, if the 
major part of that business was written 
at the latter end of the period. 


The accident reserve under the law 
will be smaller proportionately in the 
case of a company having a rising vol- 
ume of premiums than it will be in the 
case of a company having a level volume 
of premiums, and whose business is 
therefore written uniformly. 

Such a condition is without significance 
if the unearned premium reserve is suffi- 
cient to care for the greater amount of 
business to be earned during the period 
of expirations. Unfortunately, however, 
the short method of ascertaining the un- 
earned premium reserve in current use 
proceeds on the assumption that the busi- 
ness if uniformly written, and that half 
of the business earned in the full period 
lies to the left of the dividing line be- 
tween writings and expirations and half 
to the right. The unearned premium re- 
serve, it is thus assumed, is properly as- 
certained by taking one-half of the pre- 
miums of the business in force at the 
end of the period of writing, that is, at 
Dec. 31 of the year in which the business 
is written. 

* * * 

There remains over, therefore, in the 
case of a company having a rapidly in- 
creasing business, some business that is 
properly provided for in the form of re- 
serve neither in the outstanding loss re- 
serve, nor in the unearned premium re- 
serve, or reinsurance reserve, as it is 
usually called. 

It is interesting to compare the rein- 
surance reserve with the cash collections 
during the year and determine the per- 
centages. Such a table is printed on an- 
other page. 

Normally, it would be expected that 
the reinsurance reserve would be about 
50 percent of the cash collections. Why, 
then, in some cases should it fall so far 
short of this figure? 

Four hypotheses seem applicable: 

1. That the short method in current 
use for ascertaining the reinsurance re- 
serve does not meet the situation in the 
case of rising volume, as has already 
been noted. 

2. That large additional premiums on 
expired business are secured for which 
no reinsurance reserve is put up. 

3. That policies are written for short 
fractional periods of the year. 

4. That the reinsurance reserve is 
based on the collections, and not on the 
business written. Collections being any- 
where from one to two months behind 
writings, the reinsurance reserve will be 
diminished thereby. Possibly this method 
of bookkeeping has now been abandoned 
by all companies, but we understand it 
was formerly in use by several prominent 
companies.

DEATH OF JOHN M. PATTISON 








Governor of Ohio and President of Uniov 
Central Life Passes Away 
at His Home. 





President John M. Pattison of the 
Union Central Life Insurance Company, 
and governor of Ohio, died at his home 
in Milford, a few miles east of Cincin- 
nati, Monday afternoon. Notwithstand- 
ing his serious illness, which dated from 
his inauguration day last January, his 
death came unexpectedly. He suffered 
what was termed a slight relapse on 
Friday, but which it seems was really a 
forerunner of the end. His death was 
due to Bright’s disease, which developed 
within the past few months and was 
brought on doubtless by the tremendous 
strain of the gubernatorial campaign. 
Mr. Pattison had never been robust and 
when he undertook the campaign he had 
already, through the ceaseless activities 
of a long and strenuous business life, 
become really physically unfit for such 
arduous work. His health gave way 
after the inauguration ceremonies last 
January, and since that time his fight for 
life against odds has been a gallant one 
and has called forth the admiration of 
the people of the entire state. 


The death of Mr. Pattison removes 
from the insurance world and the field 
of statesmanship a figure of singular at- 
tractiveness and one also of great mental 
and moral force. Mr. Pattison’s per- 
sonality was especially pleasing and 
homely and endeared him to all sorts 
of persons, whether in the higher walks 
of political life, in the ranks of the 
agency force of his company or among 
the country people in the vicinity of his 
rural home. All delighted in his kindly, 
unassuming ways, his uniform courtesy 
and his ready tact. 

* * * 

John M. Pattison was born in the little 
village of Owensville, Clemont county, 
Ohio, not far from the beautiful home, 
Promont, where he died and had lived 
for many years. His father being in 
humble circumstances, he was early 
thrown upon his own resources. He 
worked his way through Ohio Wesleyan 
University at Delaware and was grad- 
uated in 1869. Soon after leaving college 
he went to work for the Union Central 
in Illinois. There are still quite a num- 
ber of policies on the books which were 
written by the future president. After 
a short experience in the field he re- 
turned to Cincinnati, studied law and 
was admitted to the bar. He was suc- 
cessful as a lawyer but on being elected 
vice-president of the Union Central in 
1881 gave up practice. Ten years later 
he became president and has since been 
the guiding spirit in the Union Central’s 
affairs. _While at college he enjoyed the 
freindship of the family of Professor 
Williams of the faculty and later married 
one of his daughters. His first wife died 
soon after marriage and some years later 
he married her sister, who, with three 
daughters and one son, survive him. 

Although strictly an insurance man, 
Mr. Pattison had an honorable record in 
the public service. He entered the Union 
army at the age of sixteen in 1864; was 
elected to the state legislature in 1873 
and again in 1890; and in the autumn 
of 1890 he was elected to Congress. For 
fifteen years he was practically out of 
politics, when last year he decided to 
enter the race for governor. He was 
elected largely through his own efforts 
and was the only candidate on the Demo- 
cratic ticket to come out victorious. 
Throughout the campaign he was known 
to hold strong religious and temperance 
views, although he was always tolerant 
and considerate of the opinions of others. 
Not only life insurance but the state of 
Ohio suffers an irreparable loss in his 
death. : 

Treasurer Jesse R. Clark of the Union 
Central is spoken of as the probable suc- 
cessor to President Pattison. 

As the new governor is a Republican 





there will probably be no further talk of 
a change in the insurance department, of 
which Arthur I. Vorys is superintendent. 





German Mutual to Branch Out 


Julian C. Harvey, formerly second 
vice-president of the National Life, 
U. S. A. has been appointed actuary 
and superintendent of agencies of the 
German Mutual Life of St. Louis and 
will take up his residence in that city. 
The German Mutual, which for half a 
century has been almost exclusively a 
St. Louis company and has never oper- 
ated outside of Missouri, has changed its 
policy and will begin the appointment of 
agents at various points in its home 
state. Later it is said it will enter other 
states. The company has had an inter- 
esting history, having returned to its 
policyholders more than it had ever re- 
ceived from them a number of years be- 
fore the Connecticut Mutual had ac- 
quired that distinction.

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The session on Monday night was a 
special Bunker Hill meeting of the asso- 
ciation, Sunday having been the one 
hundred and thirty-first aniversary of 
that famous battle. President Bishop in 
his opening remarks called attention to 
this historical event and then took up the 
subject of recent life insurance legisla- 
tion and of changes in the business 





which he believes are likely to result 
therefrom. He said that whatever 
might be found unworkable in the New 
York laws would probably be amended 
or eliminated at an early date, but he be- 
lieved that on the whole their effect 
would be good. Most of the old com- 
panies will continue to do business in 
New York and it will be difficult for 
new companies or those operating on a 
high expense ratio to comply with the 
laws of that state. The companies op- 
erating there will make capital out of 
that fact and he thinks that the people 
of New York state will get uniformly 
the best life insurance sold in the United 
States. In his opinion the citizens of 
other states, seeing the advantage the 
New Yorkers have, will demand similar 
legislation, and he believes that eventu- 
ally young companies will be crowded 
out of the field unless they arrange to do 
business on a low expense ratio. Mr. 
Bishop thinks that the new laws will be 
hard on new companies, new general 
agents and new solicitors. He thinks 
that it was a mistake to include the cost 
of medical examinations as a part of the 
first year expense and says that this is 
resulting in many companies reducing 
the compensation for examinations from 
$5 to $3. He does not think this is suffi- 


cient pay and hopes that the medical men 
will use their influence with a future leg- 
islature to have this part of the law 
amended. 

* + . 

The first paper on the program was 
that of John 4 Hardin of Indianapolis 
on “The Psychology of Soliciting.” Mr. 
Hardin is quite at home with this sub- 
ject as he has written a book on it, which 
is used largely by life insurance agents. 
He has considerable droll humor in his 
make-up and what might have been a too 
serious paper was illustrated with stories 
and anecdotes that caused much merri- 
ment. 

Mr. Hardin called attention to the fact 
that an agent cannot talk insurance to a 
prospect without having some effect on 
him. Some of the words are photo- 
graphed on his brain and their influence 
is likely to be felt at any time. The first 
thing necessary is for the agent to get 
his prospect’s attention. The speaker 
gave a number of suggestions for doing 
this and for getting the prospect in sym- 
pathy with the agent, calling attention 
especially to the advantage of bringing up 
an old subject with which the prospect is 
familiar in connection with the new sub- 
ject of insurance with which he is prob- 
ably now very familiar. He advised

WIND UP GRAVEYARD CONCERN 








American Mutual Life of Elkhart, Ind., 
Placed In Receiver’s Hands—Many 
Charges Against It 





On the complaint and petition of the 
attorney-general of Indiana the Elkhart 
County Trust Company has been ap- 
pointed receiver of the American Mut- 
ual Life of Elkhart. The association is 
one of the remaining two organized un- 
der the law of 1883 authorizing the in- 
corporation of assessment associations 
and not limiting the age of persons in- 
sured to 65 years. 

The American Mutual would insure 
persons up to the age of 85 and it is al- 
leged a large part of its business was of 
this class. In many cases, it is asserted 
the beneficiaries had no insurable interest 
in the lives of the insured and policies 
were taken out on aged people by total 
strangers to them. To cover such a 
transaction speculators would have a 
relative of the insured make application 
and when the policy was issued execute 
an irrevocable power of attorney to the 
speculator, authorizing him to pay the 
premiums and collect the insurance. 

The complaint also charges that the 
assets of the association were fraudulently 
used, that false reports were made to 
the state department, giving among its 
assets two fictitious mortgages, one for 
$50,223.82 and another for $78,514.75; 
also that it loaned $30,000 to S. B. 
Barney, a former treasurer, taking as 
security a mortgage on land of uncer- 
tain value. The officers of the associa- 
tion were R. Carl Barney secretary- 
treasurer, Wm. M. Barney president and 
Samuel Stewart vice-president, the 
Barney family holding controlling in- 
terest. 

Another transaction that is to be ex- 
amined in court is an agreement by the 
company to lend to the Osborn Colwell 
Chemical Company of New York, $100,- 
ooo in monthly instalments. The com- 
pany has received, it is stated, $80,000 
of this loan and in return has given a 
mortgage for $50,000 on its personal 
property. This company is capitalized at 
$25,000 and is rated by the commercial 
agencies at $25,000 to $30,000. The 
president of the insurance association 
held $5,000 of stock in the chemical com- 
pany. It is charged that policies were 
not paid in full, part of the amount due 
being withheld in order to lend to the 
chemical company. There were many 
suits on this account against the associa- 
tion. 





Dr. Force Sentenced 
Dr. Jacob F. Force, a former officer of 
the Northwestern National Life of Min- 
nespolis has been sentenced to three 


years and six months in the penitentiary. 
He was convicted of embezzling from 
the company of which he was vice-presi- 
dent and director. No reason was given 
why sentence should not be passed on 
him. A stay was granted to July 23 and 
during the intervening time an appeal 
will be perfected.

Question of Infant Insurance 

The circuit court at Toledo, O., by a 
recent decision refused to oust the To- 
ledo & Lucas County Burial Association 
from its charter, as the prosecuting at- 
torney of Lucas county sought to have 
it do. He has made motion for a new 
trial, claiming that the court abused its 
powers in entering a conditional order 
of ouster under which the association is 
permitted to reorganize. 

In the course of the decision the court 
held that persons under 21 years of age 
in Ohio cannot become members of any 
association. This is taken to apply to 
industrial life insurance companies as 
well as the burial association. Should 
this decision be upheld it would be far 
reaching in its effects.

IN COURT 


Contracts Between State Life and State 
Agency Company and Vanlaningham 
Are Made Public 








The suit for a receiver for the State 
Agency company of Indianapolis, that 
followed the restraining order to prevent 
the payment of $250,000 to the former 
president, Otto L. Vanlaningham, for his 
contract with the State Life in the west- 
ern states, has been dismissed and a 
compromise among the factions of the 
agency company has been effected by 
which the minority stockholders hope to 
get representation on the board of di- 
rectors. 

The case had a two days’ hearing in 
court, during which all the contracts be- 
tween the different parties interested 
were read, and the minutes of the mcet- 
ings of the board of directors of the 
agency company. The contracts were 
that of March 2, 1906, between the State 
Life and the agency company, that of May 
19 between Vanlaningham and the State 
Life for control of five western states 
and that assigning Vanlaningham’s con- 
tract to the agency company. 

A peculiarity of the trouble was that 
the suit for a restraining order and the 
suit for a receiver were by different par- 
ties of stockholders, but both opposed to 
the people in control. The restraining 
order group was also opposed to the re- 
ceiver group. According to the compro- 
mise agreement it is understood that 
two, and perhaps three, of the present 
directors will resign from the agency 
company within thirty days and be suc- 
ceeded by Indianapolis or Indiana stock- 
holders, this giving Indiana stockholders, 
it is asserted, a majority on the directorate 
of the agency company. 

* * * 


According to the terms of the con- 
tract between the State Life and the 
State Agency Company, as read in court, 
the State Life turned over to the agency 
company Indiana and Illinois for the so- 
liciting of insurance and was to get from 
the agency company, for this, $1,000,000, 
the first payment of $250,000 to be made 
Dec. 26, 1906, and other payments of 
$50,000 to be made annually on that date 
until the whole amount was paid. The 
agency company was to get the regular 
commissions on the business it wrote and 
7% percent renewals after the second 
year. The contract for the five western 
states between the insurance company 
and Vanlaningham was substantially the 
same, except that the amount was $250,- 
000 instead of $1,000,000 and the pay- 
ments, first and all, were to be in sums 
of $50,000. 

It was said that not more than 400 
shares of the agency stock had so far 
been given as bonuses to buyers of $2,500 
ot insurance. The smaller policyholders 
do not get the bonus of one share, and 
the question has been raised whether this 
discrimination is against the law. The 
department says that there is no anti- 
discriminatory law in Indiana. Such a 
law has been frequently introduced in the 
state legislature but, defeated every time. 


Part of the agreement is the annul- 
ment of the contract between Vanlaning- 
ham and the agency company and as 
soon as the money paid for the contract 
to Vanlaningham is paid back to the 
agency company, the restraining order 
will be dissolved. 

According to testimony given in court 
the par value of the agency company 
stock is $25 a share. It is sold to the 
agents of the agency company at this 
price and the agents give one share to 
every person taking out $2,500 of insur- 
ance. R. Jenkins, secretary of the 
agency company, in his testimony, how- 
ever, said that the stock was not given 
as a bonus but was sold or loaned and a 
contract was read wherein the insured 
agreed to pay for the stock or in lieu 
of that render certain services to the 
agency—recommend the company to 





other people, name ten men likely to take 
insurance during a year, etc. At the 
death of the insured or lapse of his 
policy the stock reverts to the agency 
company. 

In getting insurance, therefore, the 
agent’s 80 percent commission on the 
first year’s premium was reduced by $25, 
the amount he paid for the share of 
stock he turned over to the insured. 
Some of the stock was sold outright to 
outsiders for $40 a share. 


The attorney for the agency company 
said that up to the middle of May the 
agency had written $1,500,000 of busi- 
ness and had disposed of about 400 
shares of stock. The assets of the agency 
company were given as $470,963.19, made 
up as follows: Cash in bank, $276,- 
998.75; notes, $187,198.05; renewals due 
from State Life, $5,251.24; furniture, etc., 
$1,515.05. The liabilities were: Capital 
stock, $316,000; surplus, $132,411.10; 
premiums due State Life, $12,379.95; due 
agents, $9,425.15; current bills, $746.99. 

The State Agency Company troubles 
are the beginning of investigations in 
Indiana of insurance methods and of an 
agitation for new insurance legislation 
when the law-making body meets in Jan- 
uary next. The Reserve Loan Life of 
Indianapolis also has an agency com- 
pany, the United States Agency Com- 
pany, incorporated last February under. 
the laws of Arizona with $2,000,000 capi- 
tal stock, $50,000 of it held in Indiana. 
The agency gets the regular first year’s 
commission and 7%4 percent renewals for 
business written. It differs from the 
State Agency Company only in that it 
does not get renewal premiums on all 
the old business written in the territories 
named before the agency company was 
formed. The par value of the stock, too, 
is $10, not $25. It is not sold to invest- 
ors outright, but goes only with insur- 
ance. The insured gets two shares of 
stock with every $1,000 of insurance. 
The agents buy the stock from the 
agency company at par.

Gces to Minnesota Mutual 


Frank B. Mead of Cincinnati, who

Northwestern National Reincorporates 

The Northwestern National Life of 
Minneapolis, which has been a stipulated 
premium company, has reincorporated as 
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a legal reserve company. The Iowa de- 
partment examined recently and found 
that it had a surplus of $56,000 after 
charging up all possible liabilities against 
it. The officers will remain unchanged. 
They have been conducting the company 
in a careful manner and are deserving 
of credit for pulling it out of the hole 
into which their predecessors had put it. 





Stock Selling Is Debarred 

Considerable interest was taken in the 
ruling of the Colorado department de- 
barring from that state the stock agency 
plan of the State Life of Indiana. The 
objections offered by the department 
were the estimates on the supposed re- 
turns of the stock of an agency com- 
pany, which was sold in connection with 
life insurance. The department claims 
that after investigation by actuaries it 
was convinced that the estimates could 
not be realized. Furthermore, the de- 
partment took the ground that the stock 
selling scheme was subject to dangerous 
abuses. It also held that it is discrimi- 
nation. The ruling of the department is 
important, in that it applies to all special 
contracts, stock-selling schemes, and so 
on, and will be enforced against all 
companies. 

This action is the result of a report of 
Superintendent E. E. Rittenhouse to the 
effect that the Life Underwriters Agency 
Company of Denver, agent of the State 
Life, was giving stock of the agency 
company with every $2,500 policy, guar- 
anteeing a certain dividend from such 
stock. 

The report says that on 86 percent of 
the business written in Colorado, Wy- 
oming, Utah and New Mexico, handled 
by the agency company the past year, 
stock had been issued. Auditor Bent 
holds that this is a discrimination against 
the balance of the policyholders, and that 
the estimate of the earnings of a policy 
entitled to agency stock in 20 years’ 
time totaled 667 percent, “so far beyond 
the safety mark that the interests of the 
insuring public of this state demand that 
these estimates be abandoned without 
delay.” 





Vote for Mutualization 


The meeting of stockholders of the 
Equitable Life was held in New York 
on Monday to consider the amendments 
to the charter proposed by President 
Morton and Trustees Cleveland and 
O’Brien. Mr. Cleveland introduced a 
resolution favoring the adoption of the 
proposed amendment, which will give 
policyholders the right to elect twenty- 
eight of the fifty-two directors this fall, 
and voted the Ryan stock in favor of it. 
The resolution carried by a vote of 667 
to 80. There is no doubt that the di- 
rectors will act favorably upon it. 

Franklin B. Lord, the minority stock- 
holder who fought the mutualization 
plan last year and secured an injunction 
to prevent its being put into effect, was 
present at the meeting and accused a 
majority of the company’s directors with 
being dummies and not legally qualified 
to act as directors. It is understood 
that the opposing minority will take this 
mutualization plan into the courts and 
make a bitter fight against it. 





Indianapolis Life Notes 

The Indianapolis Life has commenced 
the issue of a company paper, known as 
Indianapolis Life Notes, as a means for 
helping and instructing its agency force. 
In the initial number it gives the follow- 
ing reasons why the company does not 
issue special contracts: 


This is a mutual company. A mutual 
company should treat all policyholders 
alike. A special contract assumes to give 
certain favored policyholders advantages at 
the expense of other policyholders. 

Special contracts are illegal in many 
states, because they discriminate between 
policies of the same age and kind. They 
probably would be declared illegal in this 
state if carried to the supreme court. 

hey are misleading and deceptive. 
Agents and even officers give the wildest 
estimates as to profits in order to sell 
them. 

Special contracts unfit agents for selling 
regular insurance. hey learn to talk 
“special deals,’ “ground floor,”’ proposi- 





tion to “leading citizens,”’ and forget about 
true life insurance. Their appeal is to 
greed and credulity rather than to man’s 
generous impulses. To hold their agency 
organization the companies are led to is- 
sue series after series of specials—thus 
they have the “county special,’’ the “‘state 
special,”’ the “United States special,”’ and 
then some other scheme to follow ad in- 
finitum. 

We prefer to stand on the principle— 
Equal Rights to all our members—special 
privileges to none. We await with confi- 
dence the results. 

The “agency company” idea is exploited 
to enable another and indirect method of 
writing more special contracts. It is the 
special contract in another form. 





State Life’s Flying Squadron 

It is reported from Indianapolis that 
the State Life, through its State Agency 
Company, has what is termed a “Flving 
Sauadron” of twelve or fifteen men who 
have headquarters at the Claypool hotel 
and who are doing a tremendous busi- 
ness selling stock in the agency company 
in connection with insurance in the State 
Life. Various stories are told of what 
the “flying squadron” is accomplishing, 
but is said that the men leave every 
Monday morning on flying trips and 
come in at the end of the week with 
their pockets bulging with money mz ide 
as commissions. The story goes that the 
men are averaging from $300 to $600 a 
week in commissions. 





Sue for Damages 

G. D. Crain and James Gayle instituted 
suit at Owenton, Ky., against the Security 
Mutual Life for $100,000 damages al- 
leged to have been occasioned them by 
the company breaking its contract with 
them. It is alleged that they were the 
general agents of the company with a 
very liberal contract and were enjoying 
large commissions when the company, 
without notice, revoked their contract 
and annulled its provisions.

of investments which I do not think 
can be equaled, certainly not surpassed, 
by any other company. 


Interest on Policy Loans 


The principal feature of Mr. Mar- 
shall’s testimony was in reference to the 
rate of interest charged on policy loans. 
It is 8 percent, and the committee thought 
and demonstrated it was a high rate. 
It was also clearly shown that a policy- 
holder, if he was “on to the game,” 
could secure a loan on his policy for 
6 percent. The legal rate of interest in 
Ohio, where the loan is actually made, 
is 6 percent, but can be made 8 percent 
under contract. But under the law the bor- 
rowing policyholder could practically force 
a6 percent rate. And it was done in some 
cases after the company had refused a 
lower rate and after much “dickering.” 
This was a species of discrimination. 
In order to correct this, I am confident 
the company will adopt a uniform rate 
not exceeding 6 percent. The officers 
seemed to be willing to correct all prac- 
tices which are susceptible of criticism. 
They have already planed off many dras- 
tic clauses in loan forms, several of 
which Mr. Marshall frankly admitted 
had _ existed. 


Surplus in Stock Companies 


In regard to the eventual distribution 
of stock companies’ surpluses, the law 
in Ohio provides that a commission, 
composed of the governor, the attorney- 
general and the superintendent of insur- 
ance, act as arbitrators. 

If the company reinsures, the reserve 
only would be required, what would be- 
come of the surplus? 

Here is the provision: 


Such commission, if satisfied that the in- 
terests of the policyholders of such com- 
pany or companies are properly protected, 
and that no reasonable objection exists 
thereto, may approve and authorize the 
proposed consolidation or reinsurance, or 
such modification thereof as may seem best 
for the interests of the policyholders, and 
said commission may make such further 
order with reference to the distribution and 
disposition of the surplus assets of any 
such (stock) company thereafter remaining, 
as shall be just and equitable. Such con- 
solidation or reinsurance shall only be ap- 
proved by the consent of all the members 
of said commission to guard the interests 
of the policyholders of any such company 
or companies purporting to consolidate or 
reinsure, 

It is further provided that any viola- 
tion of this law is punishable by a fine 
of $10,000 and by imprisonment in a 
city or county jail for not less than one 
year. 





Union Central’s Loan System 

On Saturday morning Treasurer J. R. 
Clark of the Union Central was put on 
the stand. He was examined on _ the 
methods of the company in the matter 
of investments. The committtee was 
plainly much pleased with this branch 
of the business. Individual members 
openly expressed their approval of the 
excellent system pursued by this de- 
partment of the Union Central. Mr. 
Clark. said the company attended to its 
farm loaning business independently of 
any other financial institution. It had 
its own correspondents where invest- 
ments were good. It entered the field 
as a competitor with banks and other 
lenders. 

Has Made Great Record 

In 40 years the company had loaned\ 
$80,000,000 on real estate, principally on 
farms, and the total losses were less than 
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is 6.3 percent. The 12 percent loans are 
in Porto Rico, which is proving a good 
field and where three separate investiga- 
tions are made before making loans. 

During the investigation of the North- 
western, Vice-President Markham said 
his “company would not make loans 
where the Union Central did. Why, 
they had 1,700 foreclosures in Texas.” 
Mr. Markham volunteered this. 

Mr. Clark, under oath, declared the 
Union Central has 1,797 loans pending in 
its whole experience with 3,000 loans 
made in Texas, aggregating $6,000,000, 
sixty-three have gone through foreclos- 
ure proceedings involving. $200,000. It 
owns lands in that state valued at 
$0.cco, all of which are productive plan- 
tations. 

Committee Expresses Satisfaction 

The Union Central has demonstrated 
what can be done in this direction. Mr. 
Clark deserves the credit of the fine sys- 
tem now in vogue. 

Upon the completion of Mr. Clark’s 
testimony he expressed, for the company, 
appreciation of the courteous treatment 
and painstaking methods of the commit- 
tee. Acting Chairman Braddock, for the 
committee, said he was pleased with the 
results of the investigation of the Union 
Central and the candor and frankness 
of its officers. . : 

The committee, on its reconvening, 
June 26, will resume its examination of 
the Northwestern Mutual. It will also 
take up the Michigan Mutual, which re 
fused to submit. The Columbian Na- 
tional of Boston, which has a combina- 
tion of organizations connected with it, 
will receive tthe attention of the com- 
mittee. 





Legislation Is Likely 


Senator P. W. Ward, a member of 
the Ohio commission to investigate life 
insurance, on his return from Milwaukee, 
where he attended the investigation of 
the Union Central Life by the legisla- 
ture investigating committee of Wiscon- 
sin, said: 

I do not like to anticipate the report 
of the Wisconsin committee, nor the re- 
port Mr. Stewart and myself will make to 
our committee, but as a policyholder in the 
Union Central Life, I do not hesitate to 
say that nothing was brought out at the 
investigation of that company by the Wis- 
consin committee that causes me to think 
less of my insurance in the Union Central. 
It was demonstrated, however, that there 
should be a change in the charter of the 
company that will settle for all time who 
owns the surplus earned by the partici- 
pating policies, notwithstanding the fact 
that the management and stockholders of 
that company make no claim upon such 
surplus, and assert that it is their under- 
standing that every dollar of surplus, 
earned by participating policies belongs to 
the policyholders. Insurance men believe 
that out of the investigation of the Union 
Central Life by the Wisconsin committee 
will be a law enacted by the next Ohio 
legislature, limiting the capital stock of 
the Union Central to the $100,000 now is- 
sued, and also limiting the amount of divi- 
dends to be paid on that stock. They also 
believe the next legislature will enact a 
law prohibiting the issuing of life insur- 
ance policies under what is known as the 
deferred dividend plan. 





Ohio May Back Up Wisconsin 

It is understood that the Ohio legisla- 
tive committee stands ready to back up 
the Wisconsin committee in its contro- 
versy with the Michigan Mutual Life. 
Although the Union Central responded 
readily to every request of the Wisconsin 
committee and did not question its right 
to investigate companies outside the 
state, the Michigan company has refused 
to submit. There is talk that the com- 
pany will withdraw from Wisconsin. The 
Ohio committee is in entire sympathy 
with the work in Wisconsin and is pre- 
pared to aid the Wisconsin committee in 
every legitimate way. The Michigan 
Mutual has a large business.in Ohio and 
could hardly afford to defy the Ohio 
authorities. It will probably, on second 
thought, submit to an investigation by 
the Wisconsin committee.

Examining Surety Companies

As the bonds required in 
surrogate courts in the majority of cases 
cover long periods of time, the financial 
solvency, present and perspective, of the 
corporations granting them is doubly 
essential. 





WILL COMPLETE ORGANIZATION 





Surety Underwriters Association Mem- 
bers Will Meet at Philadelphia 
June 27 and Elect Officers 


Copies of the constitution and by-laws 
of the Surety Underwriters Association 
are now in the hands of the companies 
which have been represented at the meet- 
ings at Philadelphia. Another meeting 
has been called for June 27 at Phila- 
delphia, when these instruments will be 
adopted and organization perfected. 

The constitution sets forth the objects 
of the association as follows: 

(a) To establish a bureau of information 
for collating and distributing to the mem- 
bers statistics of losses and expenses upon 
each class of business. 

(b) To promote harmony, correct prac- 
tices and principles of sound underwrit- 
ing, and to devise and give effect to mea- 
sures for the protection of the common 
interests and to encourage reinsurance 
among its members. 

There is yet doubt as to what com- 
panies will sign the constitution. The 
American Surety attended only the first 
meeting. One or two of the younger 
companies attended none at all. The 
sentiment seems to prevail in some quar- 
ters that in order to get together the 
companies have had to eliminate so much 
from the association’s platform that 
there is not enough left to make the 
organization of much real service, ex- 
cept as a statistical bureau. It is agreed 
that something in this line is needed. 

The constitution, as submitted, cannot 
be amended except by the unanimous 
vote of the board of governors, consist- 
ing of one representative from each com- 
pany, and rules can be adopted only by 
unanimous agreement of the companies. 
While this prevents a majority from 
forcing measures upon a minority, it also 
enables any one company to block any 
effective legislation proposed, if it sees 
fit to do so.

TIABILITY COMPANY RESERVES

to determine their own cost per accident, 
and having a rising volume of premiums 
during the period from which the aver- 
age cost per accident is derived, have 
another advantage over companies with 
level volume of premiums. Their cost 
per accident is lower. It is lower, be- 
cause the experience on the latter years 
of the five-year period from which the 
average cost is derived is not fully com- 
pleted experience. The law provides 
that, in determining the average cost per 
accident, the experience of a five-year 
period beginning ten years prior to the 
date at which the statement is made 
shall be taken, and that the said experi- 
ence shall be brought down to August 
31, the date of the statement being De- 
cember 31. It results from this that the 
experience of the first year of the five- 
year period is 9 8-12 years old, the sec- 
ond year is 8 8-12 years old, ‘the third 
year 7 8-12 years, the fourth 6 8-12 years, 
and the fifth 5 8-12 years. It takes on 
the average eight years to liquidate all 
claims, consequently the latter years of 
the five-year period do not yield com- 
pleted experiences. The effects that 
flow from this will be seen more clearly 
by a reference to the subjoined table. 
This table is based on the combined data 
of the seven companies that had suffi- 
cient experience to report to the New 
York insurance department.

The method followed in determining 
the average cost per accident, namely, by 
taking the totals for the entire period, 
gives, it will be observed, each year a 
weight proportionate to its volume, and, 
as the volume has been a rising one, the 
latter years exercise a preponderating in- 
fluence in fixing the cost per accident. 
This preponderance of influence would 
be of no importance were it not that the 
experience is not completed experience. 
By reason of this fact the average cost 
per accident is somewhat less than the 
true cost, and departs the more from the 
true cost the more rapid has been the 
increase in volume. If each year had 


been allowed an equal weight in de- 
termining the cost per accident, the figure 
for the cost per accident would have 
been higher.

from the state will be the penalty for 
noncompliance. Eighty-six companies 
have now complied with the commis- 
sioner’s request by either signing the 
stipulation or furnishing lists. 

May Be Expelled from State

Commissioner Davis of Nevada wires 
here he will revoke the licenses of com- 
panies doing business in Nevada that 
discount the face of policies in San 
Francisco. 

Organize Policyholders’ Association 

Policyholders in various companies 
with large numbers of claims incorpo- 
rated yesterday the Fire Policy Enforce- 
ment Association. The capital is $75,000. 
The object is stated as follows: 


To undertake and prosecute the collection 
of claims or demands against, or debts, in- 
terests or moneys due from, fire insurance 
companies or organizations assigning or 
growing out of, or due under policies of in- 
surance against loss by fire, earthquake or 
otherwise; to enforce by legal action, court 
proceedings or otherwise, on behalf of the 
insured anu against the insurers, the pro- 
visions of any and all policies of insurance 
against loss by fire, earthquake or other- 
wise, where satisfaction of such policies is 
resisted or delayed by the insurers. 


Foreign Companies Await Advices 

Foreign companies generally are await- 
ing advices: from their home offices. The 
British companies are largely relying 
upon their special attorney, W. S. Good- 
fellow, to guide them in as far as the 
legal question is involved. The majority 
of these companies are in favor of the 
flat dollar for dollar payment of losses. 

Companies desiring discounts have 
been dubbed bv the press and public as 
“six-bit” concerns and others “dollar for 
dollar.” 

Secretary Perry of the St. Paul and 
Managers Highley of the Hanover and 
Crosby of the Royal Exchange are here. 
Assistant Manager Brooks of the Dela- 
ware leaves for home to-day. 

The Niagara advertises that it has paid 
a quarter of a million in losses; London 
Assurance, three hundred thousand; 
Connecticut, half a million; AZtna, over a 
million and a quarter. 

Status of Firemans Fund 

President Dutton says the Firemans 
Fund and the Home Fire Marine will 
pav losses in full if possible. He states 
that the transfer of $600,000 from the 
Firemans Fund to the Home was made 
on the books to save the credit of the 
latter company all over the United States, 
and that when they had served this pur- 
pose the assets might be turned back to 
the Firemans Fund. Just how the policy- 
holders will fare is somewhat uncertain.

pends on the manner they can settle their 
losses here. I dare say that if companies 
hard hit had ample resources they would 
not have voted on the horizontal cut with 
favor. If they continue in business they 
must emerge with at least a small sur- 
plus. Many companies in the first place 
felt that the people here would succumb 
to the ways of the expert adjuster. They 
believed that the claimants would be 
panic-stricken and agree to almost any 
sort of a compromise. But adjusters 
have flashed a big “roll’’ in the faces of 
the assured and the latter did not wince 
from the stand taken for a full settle- 
ment. 

Companies are now face to face with a 
big liability, larger than they allowed 
themselves to believe, larger than their 
stockholders were told. It will be im- 
possible for fifty companies to meet their 
— if the face of the policies is 
paid. 

There has been delay, sparring for 
time, obstruction measures, but now the 
times comes when money is needed and 
the future alone will tell the story. It 
will be a sad one in my opinion, 

How Opinion Is Divided 

The companies that opposed the hori- 
zontal cut intend to meet their obliga- 
tions the same as if the San Francisco 
disaster was an ordinary occurrence. 
Where they have ample proof that a 
building fell or was greatly damaged, 
due account will be taken of the earth- 
quake damage. These companies do not 
intend to throw away their money. They 
will take up each loss, weigh all the facts 
and adjust on the merits of each case. 
These companies say that every loss 
presents certain facts and it is unfair to 
treat all alike. 

The horizontal-cut companies say that 
it is impossible to get exact evidence. 
After the earthquake was chaos. Each 
claimant must be treated alike. That is 
as near justice as can be reached in their 
opinion. The resolution provides for “at 
least 25 percent” reduction. In cases 
where the earthquake loss is palpable and 
heavy a greater reduction than 25 per- 
cent will be made. 

The policyholders’ league, public ad- 
justers and attorneys who are taking 
claims expect to reap a fine harvest. A 
number of lawyers are taking loss claims 
on a contingent basis. In case of some 
companies policyholders are incorporat- 
ing and will co-operate in that way in 
trying to get their losses paid in full. 

Ordered to Remove Debris 


The board of public works has ordered 
property owners to remove debris from 
streets and in front of property. If no 
attention is paid to the order an ordi- 
nance will be passed with penalties. Im- 
provements pending are blocked by the 
large masses of debris and the crowded 
Some of the own- 
ers are afraid to remove the debris as 
the companies—or part of them—in 
which they are insured have not con- 
sented. 

Many Adjusters at Work 

The Royal and Queen have twelve ad- 
justers working on their losses; Etna, 
five; Liverpool & London & Globe, six; 
Insurance Company of North America 
and Alliance, nine; Home of New York, 
= and two more coming; Continental, 

ve. 

Much Wildcat Insurance 

It is estimated that eight to ten million 
dollars of insurance in wildcats and un- 
dergrounders was placed outside the 
state on San Francisco properties. These 
companies are now discreetly silent. 
The assured have no legal remedy and 
representatives of admitted 
companies are not shedding tears over 
the assurd’s predicament in such cases. 

Commercial Bodies’ Manifesto 

The Pacific Commercial Museum and 
the Manufacturers and Producers Asso- 
ciations in convention assembled “de- 
nounce the action of insurance companies 
in not meeting their just obligations.” A 
resolution was adopted to make known 
all facts obtained throughout the coun- 
t 
a Oppose Underwriters’ Agencies 

Agitation has been started by local 
agents in California against underwriters’ 
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agencies, affecting the New York Under- 
writers, Pacific Underwriters, Colonial 
Underwriters, Protectors Underwriters, 
Philadelphia Underwriters, Scotch Un- 
derwriters, English-American Under- 
writers and German Alliance Insurance 
Association. Agents allege that such or- 
ganizations are not subject to the same 
regulations as regularly incorporated 
companies. It is not thought much will 
come of the movement. 
Why Germania Withdrew 

An official of the Germania in com- 
menting on its withdrawal from Cali- 
fornia says: 

We cannot obey the request of the ‘state 
insurance commissioner nor comply with 
the recent law enacted by your state legis- 
lature. To do so is entirely out of the 
question; it would result in a practical con- 
fiscation of our business. To give the 
name, number and amount of each policy, 
the location and description of the prop- 
erty and the date of the expiration of 
each policy would be placing our entire 
business in the hands of competitors. Our 
policy list represents the outlay of im- 
mense sums of money, and it is the entire 
stock in trade of our agents. What mer- 
chant would consent to give a list of his 
customers and the time when they would 
want to order another stock of goods? 
That is the situation of the insurance 
companies in the present emergency. If 
we would put a stop to all our work of 
adjustment and paying policyholders and 
put our entire force on the work of filling 
the commissioner’s request, we could not 
comply with it in the time specified. We 
feel that the state is asking too much of 
us, and, as we cannot comply, in justice 
to our agents and our stockholders, we 
will withdraw our business from the state. 


Officials Appeal to Companies 

Governor Pardee and Mayor Schmitz 
have appealed over the heads of San 
Francisco managers to the home offices 
of the fire insurance companies. In a 
telegram sent out by them on Monday, 
they say that San Francisco has been a 
profitable field for the companies and 
now some of the agents are using every 
means to wring unfair settlements from 
the people. Some of them have refused 
to allow the removal of debris and are 
thus delaying the work of rebuilding. 
These executives state that “in very few 
instances did the earthquake destroy a 
material part of any building and these 
cases can be easily isolated and should 
not prejudicially affect the rights of 
others and cause delay.”” They have de- 
cided to organize resistance to the at- 
tempted horizontal cut in claims. 

Bureau of Complaint 

The Chamber of Commerce has de- 
vised a system for filing complaints 
against companies offering compromises. 

The Chamber of Commerce has se- 
cured the services of Prof. A. W. Whit- 
ney, the insurance expert of the Uni- 
versity of California, to direct the in- 
vestigation being made in insurance mat- 
ters. He has made a long study of fire 
insurance and has practical experience 
in connection with his reports made to 
the Board of Fire Underwriters of the 
Pacific. 

Partial reports will be issued as con- 
ditions justify, and the final report will 
be printed in permanent form. 

A blank form of inquiry is being pre- 
pared by Prof. Whitney asking for spe- 
cific information. This will be generally 


distributed to the merchants of San 
Francisco, whether members of the 
Chamber of Commerce or not. The 


names of merchants or firms will not 
be used in publication. 
Will Take Up Various Subjects 

It is proposed to discuss the peculiar 
problem arising in connection with dam- 
age to buildings and stocks from earth- 
quake and from dynamiting. The atti- 
tude of foreign and domestic fire in- 
surance companies, the policy of making 
smaller adjustments through persons not 
familiar with local conditions and whose 
compensation is based upon a percentage 
of the reductions made from the face of 
policies in the settlements, the necessity 
for a uniform style of policy from all 
companies securing a license to write 
insurance in California, and all such 
questions will be considered. 

General questions, such as the con- 
flagration hazard, the possible economy 
of the larger corporations, with scattered 
risks, carrying their own insurance, the 
liability of the stockholders of insolvent 
insurance companies—in fact, all ques- 





tions bearing on the present situation 
will be investigated and reports issued 
from competent authorities. 

Activity of Commissioner Wolf 

Insurance Commissioner Wolf of Cali- 
fornia is making himself very obnoxious 
to the insurance companies on account 
of his activity in a number of directions, 
and especially in attempting to force the 
companies to adjust losses according to 
his ideas by threatening to revoke their 
licenses and publish their names widely. 
Mr. Wolf has been a very busy man 
ever since the San Francisco fire. He 
says he will cancel the licenses of com- 
panies that adjust by a horizontal cut. 
Attorney-General Webb declares he will 
back up the insurance commissioner in 
his proceedings. Wolf is an aspirant 
for congressional honors. 

Insurance Commissioner Davis of Ne- 
vada has sent a telegram to President 
Nichols of the National of Hartford 
instructing him to adjust losses without 
any compromise or cease doing business 
in Nevada. As Nevada is such a highly 
important state in the sisterhood, under- 
writers are greatly amused at the spec- 
tacular work of its insurance commis- 
sioner. 

Refuses List of Directors 

Receiver Smith of the Traders has no- 
tified W. F. Humphrey of the San Fran- 
cisco policyholders’ committee that by ad- 
vice of counsel he will not give out a 
list of the company’s stockholders. 

Earthquake Clause Companies 

No indication has yet been given as 
to the policy that most of the companies 
will pursue that have a clearly defined 
earthquake clause in their policy. This 
is the same clause as is used by the 
companies that operate in earthquake 
sections. It was formerly used by all 
the companies on the Pacific coast, but 
was later discarded for the New York 
standard form. It is likely that those 
companies, for the sake of their reputa- 
tions, will pay something on their losses. 

fhe San Francisco policyholders of 
the Traders have now incorporated and 
will make a fight in the Illinois courts 
on the stockholders of the company. 

Commissioner Wolf has notified some 
of the companies that if they will waive 
the clause in the policy regarding notice 
of loss they need not file a list of their 
policyholders. Most of the companies 
find that there are comparatively few 
policyholders that have not already made 
claims. 

Losses of the Hartford 

Secretary Royce of the Hartford has 
the following “ad” in ’Frisco papers: “It 
is authoritatively announced that net 
losses of the Hartford Fire Insurance 
Company by recent conflagration are, 
approximately, $6,000,000. This estimate 
includes all Gates incurred through New 
York Underwriters’ Agency or by rein- 
surance of other companies. Published 
statements indicating losses greatly in 
excess of this amount are gross exag- 
gerations and without truthful founda- 
tion.” 

One of the members of a big Eastern 
company in talking of the situation said: 
“Beyond a doubt the people of San Fran- 


cisco were prosperous. So far as I am 
able to find out, they all lived in silk 
pajamas, had the finest cut glass, wore 
the finest clothes and used only the most 
costly furniture. There will be a house 
insured for $3,000, and the furniture, ac- 
cording to the list furnished by the own- 
ers, might well have been fit for a 
palace.” , 





STRENUOUS DAYS IN NEW YORK 





Stockholders Now Wince Under the Heavy 
Drain on Their Funds 


New York, June 20.—(Special.)— 
There are blue days in the fire insurance 
district. Reinsurances cannot be avoided. 
The crash is near at hand and a num- 
ber of companies will soon leave the 
field. They are too heavily stricken to 
continue. A number are now on the 
market. Some of your western mana- 
gers have already been consulted on the 
advisability of taking over certain com- 
panies. 

Stockholders are beginning to discover 
the facts as to losses. They have not 
been revealed to them before in case of 
some companies. When officials found 
they were heavily involved they figured 
up the smallest amount they could pull 
through on, trusting to luck for the 
rest. The financing was done and some 
companies find they will need more 





funds. The stockholders are up in 
arms. They were told the last call had 
been made. 


Some Heads Will Fall 


It is predicted here that some digni- 
fied heads will fall from lofty pinnacles 
in the course of time and new faces 
will be seen at the helm. Some stock- 
holders declare they have been deceived 
and the consequences must fall on those 
who were told to give approximate 
figures. It is certainly an awful disas- 
ter—this San Francisco loss. 





SPLIT IN THE CAMP 





How the Companies will Adjust their San 
Francisco Losses 





San Francisco, June 20.—(Special.)— 
The split in the camp is causing much 
feeling, but the strain could last no 
longer. Voting for the resolution pro- 
viding for at least 25 percent discount 
from the face of each claim are com- 
panies that could pay in full if they de- 
sired to, but they do not believe they 
are legally bound to stand earthquake 
damage. There are others that must get 





out of the extremities in which they 
find themselves as cheaply as they can. 

The companies voting against the flat 
scaling of claims say they do not intend 
to pay earthquake damage, but argue 
that it is not just to treat every claim- 
ant alike, as some property was dam- 
aged far more heavily than others. 
Where there is ample evidence that a 
building fell, liability will be denied in 
toto. 

Will Adjust on Merit 

These companies will adjust each loss 
according to its merits. They will most 
likely coGperate in adjustments. Owing 
to different bases of payment, there will 
inevitably follow much feeling. 

Some losses already adjusted where a 
number of companies were involved have 
been paid in full by some and compro- 
mised by others. While the very large 
majority of claimants are urged to hold 
out for payment in full by brokers, the 
daily press, public adjusters, and so on, 
yet a few are constrained to take a rea- 
sonable view and are willing to compro- 
mise. 


The people here seem to think the 
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personal liability law of California will 
stand and apply to outside as well as 
home companies.

The L. & L. & G. has already paid over 
$1,000,000 in losses. 


‘The Continental was the first company 
to send the California insurance depart- 
ment a list of ‘Frisco policyholders, with 
a description of each policy. 


The Northwestern National of Milwaukee 
claims that it is not co-operating with any 
other companies at. San Francisco, but is 
settling all its claims direct without refer- 
ence to other companies. 

Meetings of policyholders of numerous 
companies are being held at 911 Laguna 
street, San Francisco, daily t9 compare 
notes and devide what to do. Policyholders 
of earthyuvakxe clause companies have de- 
cided t) organize and fight for their 
claims. 


One of the new complications is the 
notice served by some of the reinsurance 
companies that they will not recognize the 
sixty day extension notice of the original 
companies. This may force some of the 
companies to withdraw their extension 
agreement. 

The Delaware of Philadelphia has de- 
sided to withdraw from business in Cali- 
fornia. 

Last week a meeting of San Francisco 
policyholders of the Dutchess, Milwaukee 
Mechanics, National Union of Pittsburg, 
Alliance of England and National of Con- 
necticut was called to incorporate for 
mutual aid and support and to enforce 
collection of claims in full. 

The Brewery Workers International 
Union of San Francisco will publish in its 
official organ the names of companies re- 
ported as treating its members unfairly in 
the adjustment of losses. 

Assistant Secretary Emil Teich of the 
Milwaukee Mechanics was on the coast for 
nearly two months and arrived home only 
one day before the death of his wife, who 
was taken sick in his absence. 

Sub-Manager Mathis of the Rhine & Mo- 
selle, which has an earthquake clause in 
its policy, says that even if this clause 
should exempt the company from all lia- 
bility, it feels called upon to pay some 
portions of its losses. 

The Traders Policyholders Company of 
San Francisco practically adopted its arti- 
cles of incorporation last week. It is cap- 
italized at $25,000, shares being of the par 
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value of $1 each. It will tight trie ciain.s 
against the Traders. 

The Girard has notified the California 
insurance commissioner that it will not 
furnish list of policyholders in the burned 
district. 

H. F. Atwood of the Rochester German, 
who is chairman of the general adjustment 
committee in San Francisco, has resigned, 
as he finds it necessary to devote his time 
to the interest of his own company. 

President W. L. Jones of the Milwaukee 
Mechanics and Secretary H. L. Nolte of 
the Milwaukee Fire have gone to San 
Francisco to push adjustments. 





On account of the conflagration hazard 
at New Orleans, the Federal of New Jer- 
sey and the Assurance Company of Amer- 
ica will cease business there July 1 and 
will retire altogether from the state. Both 


are planning to enter Georgia and Alabama 
this year.

“The bulldozing tactics used here to 
force us to pay the full value of every 
claim for which we are not liable wiil 
not set well with all who believe in the 
square deal. We are not philanthropists. 
We are not distributing charitable funds. 
The people of San Francisco, in my 
opinion, have shown themselves a mighty 
small lot. Not only have they tried by 
every method they could conceive to 
adjust the losses according to their own 
ideas, but they have stuffed their in- 
ventories.” 

Get Wrong Impressions 
In these days of stress and storm, the 
local agents and policyholders of the 
country will form wrong impressions in 
reading the press dispatches sent out by 
San Francisco papers. Take the com- 
panies that have the earthquake clause 
definitely relieving them of any loss from 
such a disaster, either directly or indi- 
rectly. In the opinion of the best law- 
yers in the country, these companies are 
not responsible for a dollar of loss, and 
yet they will come to the front and pay 
claimants a reasonable amount. This 
shows that the companies are not trying 
to take advantage of the people. 

I opine that the reasonable people of 
the country and the loyal local agents 
will not favor the use of the club, as 
is now being practiced here. When 
companies are using their utmost en- 
deavors to finance themselves through

Holders of Stocks Not Rich 


It must be remembered that the hold- 
ers of fire insurance stocks, as a rule, 
are not men of vast wealth. These 
stocks, I judge, in the great bulk of 
companies, are owned by honest men in 
moderate circumstances, by estates, by 
women, by guardians. It means a great 
sacrifice to many of these people, and I 
presume we could find numerous cir- 
cumstances where the cost is just as 
much to those who are paying the as- 
sessments as it is to those San Fran- 
cisco people who are raising the cry of 
“Stop thief.” 

We must give the companies credit of 
meeting an unparalleled situation with 
the very best that is in them. These 
officials, managers, directors and stock- 
holders have not shown the “white flag” 
except in the one case of your Traders 
Insurance Company. To me the manner 
in which the companies are trying to 
meet their obligations, not only here but 
everywhere, is a grand tribute to the 
stuff in our fire insurance companies. 


LONG FOR THE FLESH POTS 


State Fire Marshal S. D. Creamer of 
Ohio has just announced his first ap- 
pointment, that of deputy state fire mar- 
shal and chief clerk, the two positions 
being combined in one. The appointee is 
John P. Brennan of Urbana. He as- 
sumed the duties, succeeding Orlof T. 
Brown, Monday morning. Brennan has 
been prominent in Democratic politics in 
Champaign county for several years. 

Great pressure is being brought to bear 
upon the new fire marshal to have him fill 
the places with Democrats at once. The 
politicians are urging him not to abolish 
any of the thirty-two subordinate posi- 
tions created under the administration of 
Hy. D. Davis, making the argument that 
the fire insurance companies contribute 
the money at hand for the expenses of 
the office and expect that it will be spent 
in the arrest and prosecution of arsonists. 


NORWICH UNION’S STATEMENT 


The home office report of the Norwich 
Union is just out. It shows premium re- 
ceipts for the year (figuring one pound 
sterling as $5) $5,847,840, losses $2,876,- 
445, expenses of commission $2,034,985, 
balance $936,410. Its surplus now is 
$2,216,205, which the officers say will pay 
all its San Francisco losses without en- 
croaching on capital or reserves.

POINTERS eI 


FOR LOCAL AGENTS. 











Local agents may be interested in 
knowing the proportionate cost of the 
different parts of a fireproof building. 
The cost per cubic foot of modern office 
buildings averages very-close to 30 cents. 
Variation from the average is caused 
largely by street frontage, area, number 
of partitions and finish. The following 
table shows percentage of cost of vari- 
ous details to the total cost of the Ma- 
sonic Temple at Chicago:

Machine shops and other metal workers 
carry with them a high loss record, hence 
the importance of careful inspection by 
agents. There is generally light insur- 
ance on stock and too much on buildings. 
Accumulation of grease and oily rags 
should be prohibited. If lighted by gas 
with swinging jets, these should be prop- 
erly protected and not allowed to come 
in. contact with woodwork. Buffing and 
polishing room should be kept clean of 
fluff and dust by means of metal dust 
pipes connected to machines discharging 
outside of factory. Boiler and engines 
should be in separate boiler house or cut 
off from factory by standard fire doors. 
Standard metal waste cans should be pro- 
vided for buffered dirt, waste and sweep- 
ings, to be emptied and their contents 
burned in the boiler room every evening. 
Particular scrutiny should be made of 
the cupola where the scrap iron is 
melted. The filling floor of cupola should 
be made of iron beams, or railroad iron, 
supporting an iron floor. Wood in roof 
should be at least three feet from the 
stack and should be guarded by a sheet 
iron collar not less than one foot high 
and extending three feet under the roof. 
Patterns, particularly old and obsolete 
ones, should not be insured too heavily. 
Proper amount of good hose, casks of 
water and fire pails should be provided. 

Agents should never insure farm prop- 
erty until a personal inspection has been 
made. The general condition can be ob- 
served at a glance—whether the various 
buildings are being kept in good repair 
or being allowed to run down. You

should learn whether there is any encum- 
brance, and, if so, decline the risk if the 
mortgage exceeds 30 percent of value. 
Then, too, a general form should be se- 
cured, covering at least 40 percent on the 
live stock, hay and grain and farming 
utensils. Tenant farm property has been 
found unprofitable to companies and 
should not be written. 


Don’t wait until your last policy is 
issued before ordering a fresh supply, 
for the company may lose a good risk 
coming around for renewal because, when 
the day of expiration arrives, you look 
into your drawer and find no blank poli- 
cies for the company previously carrying 
the risk. The average agent will take 
out a pad of some other company and 
give it the business, as he wants to make 
delivery and collect premium without de- 
lay. The agent loses nothing, but the 
company that carried the risk does—all 
on account of his failure to “keep tab” 
on supplies. When you have used, say 
all but five of the blank policies, send 
in a requisition for a new supply, and 
it will be promptly honored. 

Outside mercantile risks, those located 
away from agencies, are always scrutin- 
ized closely, many companies having the 
class on the prohibited list, while others 
write only in towns on railroad, still 
others declining unless the town has been 
inspected by special agent and a map 
made for the company’s reference. Small, 
remote towns should be avoided. The 
proper definition of an acceptable country 
store risk is one located in a town of 
not less than 500 inhabitants, on a line of 
railroad and not more than twenty-five 
miles from agency.
